WOMAN IS SUFFERING 
FROM WOUND IN HEAD 


She Was Relieved of Money 
After Dining With Friends. 
Police Greatly Puzzled by 
the Case. 


Chicago, March 2.—Mrs. Mabel Mills, 
wife of a wealthy land owner of San 
Antonio, Texas, today lies under the 
of physicians at an Evanston, Il, 
ifter either having lost or 
heen robbed of about $43,500 in that 
eity Saturday night. Mrs. Mills is suf- 
fering from a wound in the back of her 
head, but is uncertain whether she was 
felled by a blow and robbed or whether 
she fainted and sustained the injury by 
a full to the sidewalk. 

“Tt one of the strangest stories 
that e same to my attention,” said 
Chief of Police Shaffer, of Evanston, 
tonight. “There seems to be about six 
different mysteries that have to be 
solved instead of one.” 

Drew $45,000 From Bank. 
Aceording to information obtained 
the police, Mrs. Mills came to Chi- 
cago from. San Antonio less than a 
week ago and registered at a leading 
hotel. Shortly before noon Saturday 
she. is supposed to have drawn $45,000 
from a bank, and on returning to the 
hotel, to have given the money into the 
care of the cashier, receiving a receipt 
therefor. When she returned for the 
money a short time later, it is said, she 
discovered that she had lost the re- 
ceipt; but, as she had made herself 
known to the cashier, she succeeded in 
getting the money back without 
trouble. In the afternoon she went to 
iMyanston to attend a dinner at the 
home of a friend, carrying the $45,000 
in a large brown handbag, a part of it 
heing in a@ smaller purse +t -the

After the dinner 
back to Chicago, but, on the way, open- 
ed the handbag and discovered that 
the smaller purse was missing. She re- 
turned to Evanston, missed her way, 
and at 9:30 p. m. was seen. walking by 
a policeman, whom she did not accost. 

Staggered to a Doer. 

“What happened during the next hour 
is not- known. At 100 o’clock she 
staggered to a stranger's door and ask- 
ed for assistance. A physician and her 
friends were summoned. The latter 
discovered the smaller purse, contain- 
ing $1,95v, at ‘heir home. Later ile 
handbag was found on™the sidewalk, 
opened and with the thoney missing. 

The police are unable to understand 
why Mrs. Millis rode beyond her station 
on her return to Evanston, and why 
the Beene of her mishap should have 
been several blocks from the house at 
which she applied for aid. 

That she had the money was estab- 
lished by eye-witnesses. A theory is 
that Mrs. Mills was dazed by a fall and 
wandered away without looking for 
her handbag, Which was afterwards 
found and rifled, 

It was said at the hospital that Mrs. 
Mills is suffering from concussion of 
the brain, and that her condition is 
serious. She is also ill from the ex- 
posure, The physician who attended 
her said he djd not believe she could 
have sustained such an injury by fall- 
ing. 

Struck With Sandbag. 

A physician. in attendance upon Mrs. 
Mills, after a consultation with the 
police tonight, issued the following 
statement: 

“We are al] practically 
now that Mrs. Milis could not have 
suffered the wound in her head from 
a fall. The injurv unquestionably 
Was caused by a blow with a sandbag 
oxy Other blunt weapon, She {s gsuf- 
fering from concussion of the brain 
and her condition+is serious. She may 
not live twenty-four hours.” 

When found Mrs. Mills had in her 
possession about $50, a revolver, three 
diamond rings and a gold watch. It 
was said by her friends that she was 
an associate of her husband in selling 
lands in the west, was in the habit 
of carrying large sums and also a re- 
volver to protect herself. It was as- 
serted that a large red light In front 
of the house at which she applied for 
aid, led her there and that unfamiliari- 
ty with the locality caused her to 
miss her station. The fact that her 
railroad ticket to the south was in the 
small purse she left in Evanston ex- 
plained her hurried return, according 
tc friends, 

Husband Can’t Account for Money. 

San Antonio, Texas, March 2.—Mrs. 
kK. W. Mills ts the wife of a widely- 
known real estate dealer of San An- 
tonio. She, too, is in the real estate 
business. Before her marriage, two 
years ago, she was Mrs. Mabel Luter, 
and was accounted one of the most suc- 
cessful real estate brokers of Texas. 

Mr. Mills tonight only had word that 
his wife had been slightly injured and 
was in a Chicago hospital. He knew 
nothing of the $43,500 robbery § and 
could not account for-that sum . of 
money being in his wife’s possession, 
although he supposed it was the pro- 
‘eeds of one of her own real estate 
transactions.

Two Large Suffrage Meetings. 

Two large suffrage meetings guard- 
ed by policemen were held this after- 
ncon at local theaters. The suffrage 
question was discussed by speakers 
who placed upon the shoulders of the 
men the burden of the white slave 
traffic, child labor and underpaid wom- 
en workers in the sweatshops and fac- 
tories of the larger cities of the coun- 
try. At the larger meeting more than 
$2500 was collected to aid in financing 
the pageant of tomorrow. In many 
cases the contributions came from men. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, who 
made the principal speech, entered 
upon a general history of the suffrage 
movement, and then charged the “pro- 
tectors of women’ with responsibility 
for all the evils under which the wom- 
en of today are suffering. She declared 
that if “these same protectors” would 
give the women the vote “they would 
be their own protectors.” She charged 
Senator’ Elihu Root with ignorance of 
history when he recently said the ques- 
tion regarding woman's suffrage was 
whether granting them the franchise 
would give the country better govern- 
ment.” 

She Breathed Defiance. 

In introducing the speakers, Mrs. 
Harriet Stanton Bilatch breathed de- 
fiance of the anti-suffragists and said 
“We here and now throw down the 
gauntlet to all the miserdble anti- 
suffragists in the country,” and that 
“when they declare the women of the 
country do not want the vote, they 
lie.”

MEXICAN SOLDIERS KILLED 
IN RUNNING BORDER FIGHT 
BY UNITED STATES TROOPS 


El Paso, Texas, March 1.—In a run- f{ 


ning fight on the border near Douglas, 
Ariz., early today, between Mexican 
soldiers and troopers of the Ninth 
United States cavalry, four Mexicans 
were killed. None of the American 
troops were killed or wounded, ac- 
cording to advices received. here late 
today. 

Four American army officers, walk- 
ing on the American line, three miles 
from Douglas, are reported to have 
been fired on by forty regular Mex!i- 
can soldiers, patrolling the border out 
of Agua Prieta, opposite Douglas. 
Sixteen of the negro troopers of the’ 
Ninth rushed to the place of the fir- 
ing and had a spirited skirmish. 

The American soldiers were holding 
their position at the international line 
when reinforced by two troops of the 
Ninth. The Mexicans were routed, 
leaving four Killed on the field and 
others struggling through the brush 
wounded. It is said that the American 
troops became so excited that they 
overstepped the boundary and pursued 
the Mexicans for sgme distance.

He began his last Sunday-as presiden® 
with a brief sermon to the congrega- 
tion of All Souls’ Unitarian church, 
where he has worshipped. for four 
years; bade adieu to the wives of 
members of his cabinet at a last for. 
mal dinner given by Secretary Mac- 
Veagh, and observed the custom es- 
tablished by George Washington and 
kept. green by presidents ever since, 
of visiting Georgetown university. 

In between times he took up with 
Secretary Hilles many important mat- 
ters which he wishes to see settled be- 
fore he turns the reins of government 
over to Mr. Wilson. 

Tomorrow he will meet the cabinet" 
in special session and probably say 
goodbye to a few close friends and to 
the employees about the executive of- 
fices and the white house. 

The president’s sermon today was 
devoted largely to a discussion of the 
Unitarian faith which he said he ex- 
pected to see absorb the world. 

“It has always been a wonder to me 
why all the world is not Unitarian,” 
said the president. “I think all the 
world is verging in that direction. We 
preach the doctrine of sweet fellow- 
ship, of love of God, of love of Jesus 
Christ and of tolerance, for every 
faith depends upon the great prin- 
ciple of liberal Christianity—and that 
makes for progress toward morality 
and higher religion.

WORTH $20,000 A YEAR 


Washington, March 3.—Charles 
Dewey -Hilles, secretary to President 
Taft for the last two years and one of 
the best-liked men in official life in 
Washington, will quit the white house 
March 4 to become a partner of Ed- 
mund Dwight, resident. manager at 
New York of the Employers’ Liability 
Assurance corporation, Limited, of 
London. Mr. Hilles will retain the 
chairmanship ‘of the republican na- 
tional committee, for which he was 
chosen last summer. As secretary to 
President Taft he received a salary of 


{$7,500 a year, and in his new position 


will receive about $20,000 a year. 

Mr. Hilles came to Washington four 
years ago as assistant secretary of the 
treasury. He served in that capacity 
for two years, and entered in the 
white house on April 4, 1911, succeed- 
ing Charles Dyer Norton. At the time 
he took post of secrétary to the presi- 
dent, Mr. Hilles had under considera- 
tion the offer he now has accepted.

PRAISED BY HOLDERBY 


“Looks Like Members Had a 
Case of Old-Fashioned Re- 
ligion,’’ He Says. 


Sunday morning, at Moore Memorial 
church, Dr. Holderby had some words 
of commendation to say in regard to 
the recent recommendations of the Ful- 
ton county grand jury. 

“I believe that it is the dyty of this 
church, and of every other church and 
of every Christian man and woman in 
Atlanta, to commend and congratu- 
late the Fulton county grand jury for 
their splendid set of recommendations 
for the moral uplift of the state,” he 
said.

SENTENCE OF HEIKE 


COMMUTED BY TAFT 


Washington, March 
Taft tonight commuted to the fine 
and costs the sentence of Charles R. 
Heike, secretary and treasurer of the 
American Sugar and Refining company 
of eight months in the New York coun- 
ty penitentiary and a fine of $5.000 
Heike was convicted of conspiracy to 
defraud the United 
entry of dutiable sug ¢ 
its true cost. —— oo oo 

The president acted upon the recom- 
mendation of Attorney General Wic 
sham. Papers in the case were led 
with the department, Showing that 
Heike, who had not begun to serve his 
Sentence, was suffering from a compli- 
cation of diseases of the heart, kidneys 
and lungs. To remove him from his 
home, it was urged, would endanger 
his life. 

Heike testified at a grand jury in- 
vestigation under the Sherman anti- 
trust law into the affairs of the Amerti- 
can Sugar Refining company. Later he 
was prosecuted in connection with the 
weighing frauds at the customs docks 
in Brooklyn. 

He claimed immunity from the latter 
prosecution by virtue of an appropria- 
tion act of 1903, which provides that 
those who furnished evidence in anti- 
trust or interstate commerce investi- 
gations should be granted immunity. 
The government contended that this 
act granted immunity only against 
prosecutions under the anti-trust law 
and¢the interstate commerce law, and 
not for prosecutions for conspiracy to 
defraud the government. 

The conviction of Heike was the out- 
come of a series of proceedings grow- 
ing out of the sugar-weighing frauds,

Promptly at 10:45 a committee of 
students will call at the Wilson bunga- 
low with three automobiles. At: the 
station the entire student body will 
gather to say farewell and cheer.

Harvester company, when advised of 
the nature of the report of the com- 
missioner of corporations on the oper- 
ating methods of the International 
Harvester company, tonight issued the 
following statement: 


“For the bureau of corporations to | 


make its report on the International 
Harvester company at ths time is man- 
ifestly unfair. It appears in the midst 
of the government’s lawsuit and within 
two days of the beginning of the evi- 
dence of the company. The bureau has 
considered the government’s evidence. 
It refused to wait for the company’s 
which will disprove every 
charge of misconduct which the bureau 
makes. 

“The report rehearses old charges 
which it finds are mainly untrue, but 
which it lacks the courage and candor 


“But, even so, it justified the com- 


matters of honest capitalization, mod- 
erate profits and falr prices. Com- 
pelled by the proof of independent ap- 
praisements, the report grudgingly 
concedes that this company, unlike 
many other large corporations, is not 
over capitalized. It admits that its 
profits have not been excessive—aver- 
aging even by the bureau's own unfalir 
figures less than 8% per cent per year. 


Fatr Capitalization. 


“While drawing unfavorable infer- 
ences from trivial and exceptional in- 
stances of misconduct by employees, 
the bureau fails to draw from the im- 
portant facts of fair capitalization, rea- 
and moderate profits, 

that the American 
The bureau 
nails the old falsehood that we ‘sel! 
abroad cheaper than at home. The 
charge was never true, and their inves- 
tigators who raked Europe were com- 
pelled to so report. But the bureau 
could not resist saying that in some 
cases they found a lower margin of 
profit was made. Low margin of profit 
in restricted districts does not arise 
out of anv reduction in prices. It re- 
sults from poor crops, unexpectedly 
small sales and bad local conditions, 
and happens in our domestic trade 
more frequently than in the foreign. 
That the bureau refers to it at all 
shows the animus of the whole report. 

“The bureau concedes what this 
company has always claimed, that its 
formation was to secure the most 
economical production. We have se- 
curéd it. Harvesting machines are 
the cheapest things the farmer buys. 
Their prices have remained level, dur- 
ing an area of generally increasing 
cost. The farmer pays more for nearly 
everything else he buys, including other 
lines of agricultural implements, than 

vesters. 

wafer, new lines which the bureau 
criticizes. the company for developing, 
such as farm tractors, engines and 
manure spreaders, are largely new im- 
plements in the line of more scientific 
farming. The company has led in de- 
veloping this trade, and its campaign 
of development has been a distinct ad- 
vantage to other manufacturers as well 
as to the farmers. 


Ignores Sworn Testimony. 


“On the question of temporarily con- 
cealing the purchase of certain har- 
vester plants, the report ignores and 
impeaches the sworn testimony of the 
government's own witnesses in the 
equity suit. The owners of the selling 
companies were called by the govern- 
ment to prove such concealment, but 
they testified that that course was not 
taken at the instance of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company or for its 
benefit; that it was done to enable one 
selling company to collect its $3,000,000 
of outstanding accounts; to enable an- 
other selling company to liquidate its 
affairs, and a third to protect its guar- 
anty of receivables. 

“The report exaggerates and criti- 
cises the company’s financial resources 
but admits that these are necessary to 
economically manufacture gn a large 
scale. Without such resources it would 
have been impossible for this company 
to have increased its foreign trade 
from less than $10,000,000 in 1902 to 
over $50,000,000 in 1912, with the result- 
ing advantages to union labor and in- 
eat ee time we objected to a suit 
being commenced against us until the 
bureau of corporations had filed its re- 
port, and we have repeatedly urged 
this bureau to make its report. It. de- 
layed, however, until the suit was 
brought and the bureau had fully con- 
sidered the governments 3,000 pages 
of evidence.

“The government called all the 
company’s competitors in the harves- 
ter trade and only one offered a sin- 
gle criticism upon its business meth- 
ods. These changes will be conclu- 
sively disproved by the testimony to 
be- presently taken, as they were in 
the Kansas and Missouri litigation. 
We begin taking testimony this week 
at Omaha, where more than 100 wit- 
nesses will appear. Similar hearings 
will be held at other places con- 
venient to the dealers and farmers 
who are most interested in and most 
familiar with the policies and pracé 
tices of the company.”

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QUICK PARCEL POST. 


The most important amplification yet 
made of the new parcel post is contained in 
the order just issued by the postoffice de. 
partment, whereby beginning with March 1 
this feature of the postal service will enjoy 
special delivery facilities. At present par- 
cels have to take their chances in the regu- 
lar routine. By the attaching of special 
delivery or the requisite number of regular 
stamps immediate delivery will be assured 
beginning this month. 

The improvement will have a_ wide- 
spread and beneficial effect, both in city 
and country. For the city merchant with 
rush orders, it will solve many problems. 
He will find placed at his disposal the 
equivalent of an immediate delivery ser- 
vice more effective than either freight or 
express. His zone of patronage must be 
greatly extended as a result. 

With city buyers of country. products, 
the change is apt to be even more salutary 
Already officials of the department are au- 
thority for the statement that a large trade 
is being built up in truck products between 
farm and city. Special delivery will greatly 
facilitate these industries. It will be _pos- 
sible to send a great variety of perishable 
products by parcel post with the assurance 
that they will be delivered in the quickest 
possible time. Housewives can also put in 
orders by rural phone at the latest moment, 
in the knowledge that a ten-cent stamp will 
bring the goods to their doors as soon as 
they arrive at the receiving postoffice. 

The department states that 
in every part of the country the ratio of 
increase in use of the post, visible from the 
first, has been steadily maintained. Ags the 
people become more familiar with the regu- 
lations they will patronize the service with 
probable that 
within a two the present compli- 
cated and zone system, used 
by no other country in the world, will be 
replaced by a uniform rate system. It is 
then tnat the: parcel post will truly come 
into .its own. The use now made of it, 
while impressive, is more in the way of 
preliminary preparation.

‘Lincoln’s Famous Secretary of State in a 
New Light. 
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By E. J. Edwards. 

(Copyright, 1913, for The Constitution.) 

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new. interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events and 
personalities of the past have been collected 
by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years 
of more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country’s leaders since the civil 
war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh from 
Mr, Edwards’ notebook, and, either in whole 
or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS OF 
YESTERDAY, garnered from the men who 
made the news—the history—or from equally 
authoritative sources. As important contri- 
butions of the “human interest” sort to 
American history, these articles have a dis- 
tinctive value all their own. 


“My father had as accurate and profound 
a conception of what the future development 
of the United States was to be as any states- 
man of his time and, I 
think, a better under- 
standing of the course 
of our development than 
almost any one of the 
statesmen who were 
prominent in the early 
years of the repub- 
lic,.”’ 

So said Mr. Frederick 
W. Seward, who was 
assistant secretary of 
state under his father 
in the administration of 
President Lincoln, te 
me some years ago. 

‘The prevailing view 
of my father's charac- 
ter,” Mr. Seward con- 
tinued, “was -that he 
was almost exclusively 
a politician, very active in the higher pol- 
itics of the whig party when that was alive 
and equally active in the higher politics of 
the republican party after that was organ- 
ized. My father was also regarded by the 
public men of the time of the civil war and 
immediately after as a diplomat worthy of 
gencral esteem. 

“but those who Knew him best and who 
were familiar with his habits of thought 
always realized that after all the profound 
study which he gave to public questions and 
aside from _ the important questions oc- 
casioned by the civil war the most intense 
interest which he manifested in American 
affairs was due to his forecast of the future 
development of the country. ; 

“It was this study which led him to pre- 
dict the mastery of the United States over 
the future gigantic cémmerce of the Pacific, 
and he did this before anyone else ventured 
to make a prediction of this kind. 

“He was also always greatly interested 
in the development and growth of the cities 
of the United States. He was fond of ex- 
plaining why a great manufacturing center 
had been established in Pittsburg, or what 
the-reasons were which made Cincinnati for 
so mmany years the commercial metropolis of 
the Mississipp? valley. 

“I remember upon one occasion he was 
asked whether he did not think that New 
Orleans would in the course of years, and 
not sO many years, really rival New York 
city as a commercial metropolis. 

“In reply, my father said, in substantial- 
ly these words: ‘There are many reasons 
why New Orleans should become “wefia the

greatest commercial ports in the wopld, It 
is the port of entry of a river that! floats 
an enormous commerce. It is nearer South 
America and the West Indies by a thousand 
miles than is New York. It is much \inearer 
the Pacific. But until New Orleans changes 
some things she is never likely to threaten 
the prestige of New York, Boston or Phila- 
delphia.

Attacks Tax System 


Editor Constitution: One of the greatest 
governmental needs of Georgia is a general 
revision’ of our tax syste:m. Our present 
system of voluntary returns fs a failure as 
& revenue producer, and is. prolific of the 
the most unjust discrimination. 

We should, by all means, have a state 
tax assessment and equalization board of 
some kind for the purpose of assessing all 
property and franchises subject to state and 
county taxation. The present system of 
taxation discriminates against the poor in 
favor of the rich. It requires the land- 
possessing class to pay on their lands, 
though they may owe practically all for 
them, and leaves it to the consciences of 
those who hold the securities as to whether 
or not they return them, under the present 
voluntary system. Many of our people who 
have bargained for real estate, but have not 
paid for it, are paying taxes on what they 
haven't got, while those who hold the secur- 
ities, as a rule, are withholding from the 
tax books the real property value involved. 

What we need is to abolish entirely the 
voluntary method, and have boards of asses- 
sors and equalizers assess all property, and 
see that it all gets on the tax digest; also 
we should have a graduated income tax and 
a graduated inheritance tax. 

A careful study of census values of the 
property of Georgia (which are too low), and 
all taxable property of the state, as now re- 
turned, convinces me that if all property 
entitled to be taxed was taxed at anything 
like a fair valuation, and with an income and 
inheritance tax, we could reduce the tax 
rate 80 per cent, and at the same time raise 
60 per cent more money to defray the ex- 
penses of the state government. This could 
be done without placing any. additional bur- 
den on those who now pay taxes on their 
property at a fair valuation; in fact, it would 
reduce their burden. 

I find on the tax digest of the cities and 
larger towns in Georgia, where they have a 
system of assessing the real estate for city 
taxes, from a third to a fourth more prop- 
erty on the city digest than there is on the 
state and county digest, for the same ter- 
ritory. , 

{ have for some time been investigating 


‘the tax system of many of the states and of 


foreign countries, with a view of introducing 
at the coming session of the legislature, a 
bill to reform our tax system so that the 
burdens of taxation may rest more equally 
on all, the rate be reduced, and the state be 
supplied with ample funds to meet all its 
needs and demands promptly. 

There is no greater evil than our system 
of collecting taxes by “pass around the hat 
method,” which leaves it to the eonscience 
of each individual as to what he will con- 
tribute, when there are such a varied com- 
plexion of consciences, some honest, some 
dishonest and some more dishonest. It bur-

When 
the great plague visited Marienburg her 
parents, whoever they were, died, and 
Domine Gluck found the child cowering in 
a corner of her wretched home. She ran to 
the good man at once, and, plucking him 
by the gown, called him “father,” and, beg- 
ging: him for bread, refused to leave him. |. 

He took her home to grow up with his 
own children. When she was 16 she was 
marvelously fair, and with a view of afford- 
ing her a warlike protector the pastor con- 
sented to her marriage with a member of 
the Swedish royal guard then in garrison 
in Marienburg. 

After the husband had gone to the war 
she was taken as an attendant into the

She displayed 
derful resources in that respect, and W 
the Russians became involved with ft 
Turks in 1711, the colored accounts th 
have come down to us represent her 
having saved the czar and his army wh 
they were hemmed in at the river Pruth 
bribing the grand vizier with jewels 
money. 

In recognition of her services Pe 
founded the Order of Love and Fidelity, 
of St. Catherine for Women, and in j7 
made Catherine his wife. By a ukage 
1721 the czar proclaimed his right to desig 
nate his successor, and in 1725 Catherin 
was crowned empress, 

An intrigue which she carried on wit 
one of the chamberlains of the royal house 
hold aroused Peter’s jealousy.

Striking Nature Novel by 
Frances Newbold Noyes 


Among the most attractive novels of the 
season is “Mark,” by Frances Newbold Noyes, 
of. Washington, D. C., whose work takes her 
at a bound to the top rank of woman writers 
in this country. Her story is a warm and 
clowing distillation from the crucible of hu- 
man nature itself. It runs the gamut of 
life—all of life’s charm, the red, fragrant 
floodtide of youth, the lure of primeval) in- 
nocence in man and woman set in stark .con- 
tras: amidst the powdered sophistication of 
London’s maddest society, love in its sweet- 
est, holiest phases, in its bland, warped cyn- 
icism, morbidness chasing light, vice cheek 
by jowl with almost unbelievable purity, and 
tragedy that should leave a catch at the 
heart of the most hardened reader. 

It is by a young authoress who shows 
unusually broad grasp of essentials, a splen- 
did faculty for atmosphere, a gift for snappy, 
pungent dialogue and an uncanny facility for 
analysis of human nature in the rough and 
the polished. A man fresh from the wilds of 
Australia, whose father and mother had 
lived that idyllic life oftener associated with 
poet’s visions than reality, beautiful and 
strong as a young god, is suddenly thrust 
down into the most blase of London circles, 
Magnetic, fascinating, ingenuous, believing 
only in truth-telling, he is pitted against the 
convenient conventions of our day. Such a 
man is Mark, the .clearly-drawn central 
figure. 

Priscilla, 
childlike of «disposition, 
conventions, joins Mark in his compact to 
ignore them. Another woman, Jacqueline, 
hypnotic player with hearts, world-worn, 
professional enchantress, interferes between 
these two, mercilessly, coldly, because in her 
chill, tired nature this young man straight 
from nature itself had for the first time 
lighted the divine fire. Another man, Char- 
teris, crafty, winning, worldly-wise, his path 
strewn with conquests, seeks to break the 
unholy spell Jacqueline has cast over Mark. 
The latter’s mother had died when he was 
but a child, The father, after asking the 
son's permission, had killed himself that he 
might follow the mother. Fancy the human 
product of such an unusual union in the 
invironment into which he was suddenly 
plunged. 

There are other striking types, but these 
four absorb the reader’s attention. The de- 
nouement is the essence of tragedy. It would 
be unfair to anticipate it. The story is a 
powerful one, of such appeal as rarely chal- 
lenges one’s enthusiasms and emotions.

sentative thing in Georgia, while others were 
given the name, I found, by soldiers of the 
union army, who had fought around Atlanta, 
and thereby obtained an affection for the 
name. I met some such who said they “cap- 
tured and appropriated” the name—as they 
did divers other things. 

These “other Atlantas” are in the states 
of Kentucky, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, New York, Ohio, Wisconsin, Idaho, 
Nevada and California. 

The largest one is in the northeast cor- 
ner of Texas, in Cass county, and has some 
little under two thousand inhabitants. It 
was located by Georgians from north Geor- 
gia, and is a lively little town, with many 
families descended from Georgia stock. 

The next largest is a smart small city 
of about 1,600 people in Logan county, Illi- 
nois, northeast of Springfield, the state capi- 
tal, on the railway.,to Chicago. It is one 
of the Atlantas that brags of its “captured” 
name. 

Third in size is the Atlanta situated some 
thirty odd miles due north of Indianapolis, 
in Hamilton county, Indiana. It has about a 
thousand citizens, and I had a ereally hos- 
pitable ‘welcome among them when I made 
them a democratic speech. 

Another somewhat important Atlanta is 
in Stuben county, New York, near to Hor- 
nelisville, and had a few years ago over six 
hundred population. I am fairly sure that 
it got its name through the suggestion of 
Colonel N. P. T. Finch, who was in the later 
seventies an editorial writer and part owner 
of The Constitution, and more recently was 
connected with the editorial staff of The 
Age-Herald, in Birmingham. Colonel Finch 
came to Atlanta from Hornellsville, and 
hence his suggestion to his former friends 
to give the name of Atlanta to the new 
town they were planting in the vicinity of 
his old home. 

Equally large and with better prospects 
of greater development is the Atlanta in 
Macon county, Missouri, about 20 miles north 
of Macontown, the county seat, and on the 
Wabash line to DesMoines, Iowa. It is a 
thrifty place, and has in and about it a 
strong representation of former 
folk. 

The Nebraska town of Atlanta is in 
Phelps county, southwest of Holdredge, and 
has some five hundred population, and the 
Atlanta in Kansas, in Cowley county, north- 
east of Winfield, is about the same in size, 
and with fine prospects of larger growth. 

The smaller Atlantas, running from one 
hundred to two hundred souls each, are in 
Laurel county, in Kentucky; Pickaway coun- 
ty, in Ohio; Winn county or parish, in Louis- 
iana; Rusk county, in Wisconsin; Columbia 
county, in Arkansas; Elmore county, in 
Idaho; Lincoln county, in Nevada, and San 
Joaquin county, south a few miles from the 
city of Stockton, in California. 

The only Atlanta beside our own that is 
a county seat is the one in the county of 
Montmorency, in Michigan, high upon the 
state and west of Alpena, on Lake Huron. 
The late General Russell A. Alger, who was 
interested in its lumber enterprises, named 
it after our city. 

We who live in the real “big cheese” can- 
not be offended by these tokens of admira- 
tion involved in the choilee of our name for 
towns that, however humbly begun, are big 
with ambitions and hopes. 

Scarcely any one goes to any of them

“Many people in Atlanta do not even 
know that Tech high is a part of the 
public school system,” said Mr. Slaton. 

About 95 per cent of its pupils come 
from the eighth grades throughout the 
city. These boys enter without ex- 
amination, and are taught the funda- 
mental principles of‘ wood working, 
lathe turning, forge shop practice, m4- 
chine shop practice, foundry work and 
mechanical drawing. 

Two-Fold Training. 

“The work at Technological high 
school is laid out on lines-in accord 
with the best systems of technical 
preparation in this country and Eu- 
rope,” said Principal Charles E. Cul- 
ver 


“As a result of Mr. Slaton’s efforts 
in behalf of Tech high, the accomplish- 
ment of a two-fold training, which has 
perplexed all high schools and particu- 
larlv vocational schools, has been made 
possible. 

“We offer a ground work in funda- 
inentals of academic technical knowl- 
edge that is, without looking to future 
study, which is a profitable end in it- 
self, and there is also a thorough prep- 
aration for the best engineering col- 
leges and universities in the country.” 

The Tech high school has never been 
properly housed, according to the last 
report of the superintendent, who says 
“Classroom work, with bad light, in- 
adequate board space, poor heat and 
ventilation” can never measure up (9 
what it ought to accomplish. The na- 
ture of technical work, above all others, 
demands space especially adapted to its 
use. The hum, roar, vibration and 
clang of busy shops is a fine sound 

nywhere but in the classroom. 

Outline of Work. 

The work in the benchroom includes 
certain work with chisels and planes 
before the pupil is allowed to begin 
work on any article. After all required 
exercises are completed, the members of 
the class are allowed to make any 
article which the instructor approves. 

The forge work includes exercises in 
wrought iron and steel. In drawing 
the pupils are taught the use of the 
various instruments, and are given in- 
struction as to the construction of 
lines, figures and problems, special 


stress being laid on neatness and ac- 
curacy. 

In the second grade the construction 
of such useful artiches as tables, chairs, 
desks and tabourettes is taken up. In 
the forge more difficult problems fol- 
low. and iron and steel wrenches, 
screw-drivers, hammers, hatchets and 
chisels are made and tempered to illus- 
trate the various principles. The work 
in drawing consists of problems in 
projections and intersections. 

Lectures and Practical Training. 

The third grade takes up more dif- 
ficult problems in wood turning and 
bench practice, and the making of pat- 
terns and corebores. Machine sketch- 
ing is stressed, and cross-sections are 
worked out. Regular text-book work 
and lectures are given for the instruc- 
tion of pupils in shops to famillarize 
them with the scope of the work, and 
examinations must be passed on the 
work don outside as well as on the 
work done in the shop. 

The machine shop and foundry are 
used in the third and fourth grades, 
and special attention is given to the 
making of fitting castings and brass 
parts. 

The present enrollment of Tech high 
school is nearly 200. The faculty com- 
prises nine instructors, who direct the 
following departments: Mathematics, 
English, history, languages, science, 
drawing and shop. There are nine 
laboratories, all with up-to-date equip- 
ment, recently installed. The rental of 
the present building is $3,000 per year.
